WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
A majority of the House Commit- 
tee investigating the National La- 
bor Relations Board has reached a 
tentative decision to recommend 
major amendments to the Wagner 
Labor Act. 

As the committee recalled Philip 
G. Phillips, NLRB regional director 
at Cincinnati, for further question- 
ing, well-informed sources said to- 
day that all five members had dis- 
cussed revision of the law informal- 
ly and were considering parlia- 
mentary procedure under which 
the House could debate the subject. 

There was no indication of the 
nature of the proposed changes, but 
the entire committee was repre- 
sented as believing that the princi- 
ples of the Wagner Act should be 
retained.

HOOVER CABLES $100,000 
FOR FINNISH CIVILIANS 


Chairman of Relief Fund Forwards 
Money to Help Suffering 
Noncombatants, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP). — 


Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
Finnish relief fund, today cabled 
$100,000 to Prime Minister Risto 
Ryti for immediate relief of suf- 
fering noncombatants, 

The money, taken from the week's 
receipts, is to be used for ‘civilian 
rehabilitation only,

LONDON, Dec. 19 (AP).—With 
fierce acceleration of war at sea 
and in the air, Britons have been 
warned by Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, that “rough 
and violent times lie ahead.” 

The full scope of aerial and naval 
combat—as against the compara- 
tive quiet on the Western front— 
\ras brought home with the disclos- 
ure that the greatest air battle of 
the war was fought yesterday over 
the German coast and Churchill's 
déclaration that “a considerable 
proportion” of Germany's cruiser 
strength was put out of action last 
week. 

Great Britain claimed these suc- 
cesses against the German Navy 
within the last week: 

Scuttled after entrapment by 
British cruisers—the. 10,000-ton 
pocket battleship Admiral Graf 
Spee. 

Sunk in the North Sea—one 
submarine and one cruiser of the 
6000-ton Koeln class (the Koeln, 
Karlsruhe or Koenigsberg). i 

Crippled by torpedoes in the 
North Sea—the 6000-ton cruiser 
Leipzig, and the 10,000-ton cruis- 
er Bluecher, or her sister ship, 
the Admiral] Hipper. 

The Air Ministry announced 12 
of about 24 German Messerschmidt 
fighting planes were shot down and 
seven British bombers “unaccount- 
ed for” after battle over Helgoland 
Bight, German North Sea naval 
base. 

The British airmen had gone 
there looking for German warships 
at sea, but found only a strong air 
force in action, 

(Germans declared 3% of 52 at- 
tacking British planes were shot 
down.) 

Also reported was a mass Ger- 
man air attack on 24 fishing boats 
off the east coast, six of which 
were sunk. 

Canadians Arrive. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty

To the 
Salmon’s credit also was the sink- 
ing of a German submarine, earlier 
in the week. 

Churchill said torpedoes from the 
Salmon hit two of the cruisers, in- 
cluding the 6000-ton Leipzig.

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ALLIES TO GIVE FINNS 
ALL HELP POSSIBLE 


War Council Makes Decision 
in Three-Hour Meeting At- 
tended by Chamberlain. 


PARIS. Dec. 19 (AP).—The Al- 
lied Supreme War Council was re- 
ported today to have decided to 
give all-moral and material aid 
possible to Finland without weak- 
ening the war with Germany. 

It was understood that the main 
subject under consideration at the 
three-hour meeting was the pos- 
sibility of giving effective aid to 
the Finns in their stand against 
Russia. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain, who 
has been in France inspecting Brit- 
ish troops, attended the meeting.

He said he indorsed it with Brick- 
ey’s name and put it to Brickey’s 
account, a procedure which he al- 
ways followed. j 

Brickey and Porter, formerly 
close friends, are under indictment 
by a Federal grand jury in St. Louis 
on charges of embezzlement and 
making false entries in the books 
of the Citizens’ Bank. 

Edwin L. Lopata, auditor for the 
Jeff K. Stone Co. of St. Louis, 
which made an audit of the dis- 
trict’s bond account showing that 
the district had paid out $33,304 
more than was necessary in prin- 
cipal and interest payments be- 
tween 1925 and 1938, testified that 
when he asked Brickey for an ex- 
planation of the $2953 warrant 
Brickey replied that $1778 went for 
the payment due, $1000 went to re- 
tire an old bond and $175 for in- 
terest on some other school bonds. 

Yesterday’s Testimony. 

Six State witnesses testified yes- 
terday that Brickey appeared April 
13, 1938, at a meeting of the School 
Board, of which he was then presi- 
dent, and told the members he had 
been in’St. Louis the day previous- 
ly and had paid out of his personal 
fund $2953.19 which the district 
owed for matured bonds and inter- 
est. They testified a warrant was 
then made out to Brickey, who ob- 
tained a check for the amount. 

The witnesses were Harold Mc- 
Cormack, George W. Bennett, Louis 
L. Bequett, T. W. Rose, all mem- 
bers of the School Board; W. L. 
Pulian, superintendent of the Fes- 
tus schools, and Mrs. Irma Hayes, 
clerk for the board. 

All of them testified they had 
perfect confidence in Brickey, who 
at one time held five public offices 
in Jefferson County. They said 
they were accustomed to let him 
handle all financial transactions 
involving the school district’s bond 
account, 

Previously, Assistant Attorney- 
General J. R. Baker, who is assist- 
ting Prosecuting Attorney W, Oli- 
ver Rasch of Jefferson County, 
made an opening statement to the 
jury in which he said the State 
would attempt to prove Brickey 
paid only $1775 for matured bonds 
and interest and-kept the rest. He

Business Mortality in That Line 
Low, Witness Tells St. 
Louis Lawyer, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 

A Government economist testified 
at a wage-hour administration 
hearing today that on the basis of 
business mortality rates the hat 
industry appeared to be generally 
prosperous. \ 
The statement was made by Max 
Malin, wage-hour administration 
economist, under examination by 
M. Jack Garden, counsel for a St. 
Louis hat manufacturer. 

Malin said the hat industry “is 
generally recognized as having a 
low mortality” and safd that the 
highest ‘mortality was among small 
shops in New York and New Jer- 
sey. The lowest mortality rate, 
he added, was among plants in 
the South and Southwest. 

“So you think plants in the South 
and Southwest are making money 
just because they happen to stay 
in business?” asked Garden. Malin 
answered that “in the long run that 
would be generally true.” 

The explosive atmosphere which 
marked the opening of hearings 
yesterday on the Hat Industry Com- 
mittee’s recommendations for high- 
er wage minimums for hat workers 
continued today with the St. Louis 
attorney clashing frequently with 
the witnesses and Oscar R. Strack- 
bein, the presiding officer. 

Garden’s efforts to question Malin 
about committee proceedings 
brought a ruling from Strackbein 
that the witness was not qualified 
to answer such questions since he 
was not a member of the commit- 
tee. Garden insisted Strackbein 
had no right to limit the examina- 
tion in such a manner, holding the 
witness should be allowed to an- 
swer such questions if he could. 

Garden precipitated another dis- 
pute with a hypothetical question 
to Malin asking the witness if he 
believed a plant which had _re- 
mained in business for many years 
but now found itself unable to pay 
the required minimum wages 
should be forced out of business, 

Max Zaritsky, president of the 
United Hat, Cap and Millinary 
Workers’ Union jumped to his feet 
and demanded an end “to these bed- 
time stories.”

Pugilist Arrested in Canada 
Admits Beating Dr, Engel- 
berg, Say New York Police, 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP) — 
John J. Ryan, Assistant Chief Pg 
lice Inspector; announced today 
that Ernie Haas, 28 years old, a 
pugilist, had been arrested in To- 
ronto, Canada, for the killing of 
Dr. Walter Engelberg, secretary of 
the German Consulate here. 

Ryan said Haas acknowledged he 
beat Engelberg to death in his 
Brooklyn home on Dee. 5. Haas’ 
statement, Ryan said, was made to 
Captain Frank Bals, Brooklyn de- 
tective. 


A woman, Ryan said, unwittingly 
led to Haas’ arrest, She went to 
a Brooklyn department store to 


buy an electric train and other toys.| 


While she was being waited on she 
talked with a sales girl about the 
Engelberg case’ and mentioned 
Haas' name and the fact that she 
was going to Toronto. The sales 
girl notified the store management. 
Police were called and the woman 
was trailed. 


Finding of the Body. 

Dr, Engelberg’s body was found, 
24 hours after the killing, by anoth- 
er consulate employe who went to 
the Brooklyn house to see why Dr. 
Engelberg had not reported for 
work on two successive days. 

The employe, Fred Doell, found 
the back door open. Upstairs, he 
came upon Dr. Engelberg’s body, 
in a white night gown, stretched 
on a bed. The victim’s hands were 
folded; his head had been bashed 
in. 

Numerous fingerprints, a pair of 
size 11 house slippers and a large 
dressing gown were found. 

Neighbors of Dr. Engelberg, who 
was a German university graduate 
and a veteran in the Consular Serv- 
ice, told the police he had been 
in the habit of entertaining men at 
the house. 


First reports the house might 
have been used for espionage ac- 
tivities brought J. Edgar Hoover, 
head of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, to New York but he 
quickly withdrew from the case, 
apparently satisfied the reports 
were baseless. 

Police View of Motive. 

Police concluded the motive was 
not robbery, and directed their in- 
quiries into Dr. Engelberg’s private 
life. 

Ryan said today that Haas, in de- 
scribing the crime, insisted he 
killed Engelberg because the sec- 
retary’s behavior became offensive. 
In Toronto the police described 
Haas as an amateur boxer from 
Winnipeg and gave his age as 26. 

Toronto authorities said the pris- 
oner’s real name was Ernest Kehler. 
They said New York detectives ar- 
rived in the city last night with a 
warrant for his arrest,

MAN KILLED WHEN 
COLLIDE ON BRIDGE 


East Side Railroad Work- 


Corn Carrier on Munici- 
pal Span. 


A man was killed in an automo- 
bile crash on the Municipal Bridge 
last night and another man and a 
boy died yesterday 6f injuries suf- 
fered in motor vehicle accidents. 
Frank J. Helwig, chief yard clerk 
for the Manufacturers’ Railway, 
was killed at 11:15 p. m. when his 
automobile collided with a heavy 
truck and crashed into a railing on 
the east approach of the Municipal 
Bridge.

Helwig, 46 years old, was dragged 
out of the wreck by other motor- 
ists and was rushed to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, in East St. Louis, where 
he was pronounced dead of a frac- 
tured skull.

the Post-Dispatch. 

In the county,. which has a popu- 
lation estimated at 300,000, there 
have been 65 persons killed. In the 
city, where the population is esti- 
mated at 850,000, there have been 
84 deaths. The rate of fatality per 
100,000 population thus has been 
21.6 in the county and only 9.9 in 
the city. 

If the rate for the county had 
been held to the same level as for 
the city, there would have been 
only about 30 fatalities in the coun- 
ty, or 35 fewer than the actual 
figure. 

By far the greater part of the 
county fatalities occurred in unin- 
corporated areas or smaller towns 
and villages which do not main- 
tain police forces. In these areas, 
which have a combined population 
estimated at 175,000, there were 49 
deaths, or 28 per 100,000 of pop- 
ulation. 

No Speed Limit. 
Enforcement of traffic laws in 
these areas is in the hands of 14 
State highway patrolmen, working 
in two shifts of seven men each, 
and a small number of deputy sher- 
iffs and deputy constables who per- 
form traffic duty when not occu- 
pied otherwise. The 10 “outside” 
deputies in the Sheriff's office have 
almost no time for this type of 
work, and the 19 deputy constables 
in the county also must devote 
most of their attention to other 
matters. 

Moreover, there is no speed limit 
in the unincorporated areas. Motor- 
ists traveling at speeds which ap- 
pear excessive in view of traffic or 
weather conditions must be prose- 
cuted under the careless driving 
laws, sometimes a difficult proce- 
dure. 
In contrast with the 49 deaths in 
these districts, there were only 16 
in the 13 cities maintaining police 
departments, which have an aggre- 
gate population estimated at 125,- 
000. The rate in these cities was 
12.8 in the 100,000. 
Webster Groves, the county’s sec- 
ond largest city, with an estimated 
population of 19,000, has had no 
fatal accidents at all this year. 
Neither have Brentwood, Ferguson, 
Glendale, Valley Park and Shrews- 
‘bury, which are among the smaller 
cities.

in the county with a population of 
35,000. This city has many of the 
busiest streets in the county, in- 
cluding such congested traffic ar- 
teries as Delmar, Olive, North and 
South and Forsythe boulevards. 
Delmar boulevard, in particular, of- 
fers a traffic problem which com- 
pares to those on the busiest 
streets in downtown St. Louis.

Fewer Pedestrians Killed. 
One striking feature about the 
county accident statistics is the 
relatively small number of pedes- 
trians killed, as compared with St. 
Louis, and the greater number of 
deaths in collisions and accidents 
such as those in which cars leave 
the road.

Speed Limit Advised. 
“Most of the county is pretty 
well built up ,and there should be 
a definite speed limit in all parts 
of it even outside the incorporat- 
ed cities,” Mayor Fogerty said. 
“As it is now, most drivers feel frec 
to cut loose as soon as they leave 
the city limits. 
“The County Court has no pow- 
er to set any speed limit and the 
aid of the Legislature is needed. 
“Moreover, I think we need more 
police for the unincorporated areas. 
The constables can’t use their dep- 
uties for traffic duty alone because 
they have very few deputies and 
a lot of their time is taken up with 
matters. .The Sheriff's of- 
fice, with its few men, can’t watch 
th: highways for 
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safety record of his own city to in- 
tensive patroling of the streets, 
strict enforcement of the traffic 
laws and such measures as marked 
pedestrian walks and traffic sig- 
nals, 

No Fixing of Traffic Cases. 

“I believe the ‘activity of our Po- 
lice Department is the chief reason 
for the fact we have’ had only one 
fatality this year,” he said. “We 
have added an extra motorcycle pa- 
trolman to our force and now have 
three men riding, and there is 
something about the put-put-put of 
a motorcycle that has a sobering 
effect on the motorist. When I hear 
that sound, I always look at my 
speedometer, and I imagine that 
most other drivers do, too. 

“It has been the policy of the 
administration to-fine speeders $1 
a mile for every mile over the 30- 
mile-an-hour limit, and there has 
been no fixing of traffic cases. Any- 
one who receives a summons must 
come to the traffic bureau or court 
in person; there is no taking care 
of this matter over the telephone. 

“Then, too, we have had splendid 
co-operation from the engineering 
and street departments, in the 
marking of pedestrian walks and 
the erection of electric signals and 
boulevard signs. But the chief rea- 
son for our record is strict enforce- 
ment of the laws.” 

As Webster Groves Mayor Sees It. 

Mayor Edwin F. Chapman of 
Webster Groves also urged a coun- 
ty speed limit, and suggested that 
authority.to set the limit should be 
given to an agency which could 
vary it from time to time as con- 
ditions changed. At present, he 
said, “motorists step on the gas 
when they get into the county be- 
cause they know there is no limit 
and that it would be hard to make 
a case against them under the care- 
less driving section of the statutes.” 

He attributed the fact there had 
been no fatalities in Webster Groves 
to police enforcement of the traffic 
laws, removal of shrubs and bushes 
from about 40 corners at which vis- 
ibility had been poor, elimination of 
other dangerous intersections by 
obtaining easements which permit- 
ted the corners to be rounded, and 
speed-limit markings on the streets,

Decision Opens Way to Prosecution 
of Big Violators, McKeown Says. 

Judicial notice that smoke is a 
nuisance and injurious to health, 
in a decision yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Ernest F. Oakley, gives the 
authorities a green light for action 
against big violators, Associate City 
Counselor Louis A. McKeown said 
today. 

This was the first formal con- 
firmation by a State court of the 
right to attack smoke under the 
wide powers which the city has in 
matters of health.

AGT DISCLOSED 


Testimony Indicates Four 
Points of Continuity Af- 
ter Commercial and De- 
posit Accounts Divorce.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.— 
Though the Banking Act of 1934 
ordered a divorce of commercial 
and deposit banking, four points in- 
dicating continuity of policy  be- 
tween J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
Morgan, Stanley & Co., Inc., were 
disclosed today in testimony before 
the Temporary National Economic 
Committee by Harold ~ Stanley, 
president of the latter firm. J. P. 
Morgan & Co. elected to confine 
itself to deposit banking. Mofgan, 


curities business. 
The four items revealed were as 
follows: | 
1. From Jan. 1, 1928, to Sept. 13, 


1935, Stanley was a partner of J. P. 


Morgan & Co. 

2. While still a Morgan partner, 
in August, 1935, Stanley discussed 
with Walter 8S. Gifford, president of 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., a propesed refunding 
operation of one of its subsidiaries, 
the Illinois Bell Co. 


3. This transaction was the firat 
to be conducted by Morgan, Stanley 
& Co. after its incorporation on 
Sept. 5, 1935. The issue involved 
a total of $43,700,000 of 3% per 
cent bonds, 


4. In allotting shares of the issue, 


Stanley & Co. succeeded to its ‘se-! 


Morgan, Stanley & Co. took into 
first consideration investment 
bankers who had been associated 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. in A. T. 
& T. financing. 

Known Participants. 


Publicly known participants in 
the underwriting were Morgan, 
Stanley & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., the Lee 
Higginson Corporation, the First 
Boston Corporation, Brown, Harri- 
man & Co. and E. B. Smith & Co. 
Non-appearing members of the 
group were the Mellon Securities 
Corporation, which took an inter- 


Co., with an interest of $1,000,000. 
The share of Morgan, Stanley & 
Co. was $13,000,000; that of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., $6,500,000, and that of 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., $5,000,000.

Stanley was asked whether cer- 
tain members of the group were 
not “heirs” of banks which had 
figured in underwriting former 
bond issues of A. T. & T., but had 
been precluded from such transac- 
tions by the Banking Act.

“The bad news was that we were 
not going to be in the underwriting 
of Bell Telephone of Illinois. To 
make a long story short, they 
found that, if they were to go be- 
yond the very short underwriting 
list that they have, and are bound 
to more or less by past relations to 
the business, to a point of including 
us, they would necessarily have to 
include four or five firms more.” 


Matter of Obligations. 


Stanley protested against the 
words “bound to,” saying that hig 
firm was under no obligations to 
the traditional associates of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. in A. T. & T. financ- 
ing, but merely took them under 
consideration. 

The witness said that the syndi- 
cate headed by his group had seven 
principal members, and that since 
1935 it had underwritten $580,000,000 
of A, T, & T, bonds. He added that 
during this period A, T. & T., with-

SETTLING THE 


SPEED OF BIRDS 


By 0. WARREN SMITH 
Dozens of debates spring up after every hunting season as to just 
what speed is attained by birds. Duck hunters, who weren’t successful 
in getting enough of a lead on their intended targets, lead the con- 


It is generally conceded that 
the fastest of the numerous 
ducks which wing southward 
each fall is the canvasback, al- 
though there are those who cast 
their votes for the speedy teal. 
The canvasbacks are rated as be- 
ing able to zip along at from 70 
to 80 miles an hour, "though the 
last speed appears to be a little 
on the exaggerated side as the 
scientific research or the subject 
has it. 

Almost any bird that a gunner 
misses seems to’ be going places 
much faster than it actually is. 
-Even around 25 miles an hour, 
which is about his best speed, a 
partridge cen disappear in a 
hurry and get out of raige. A 
pheasant, too, which can certain- 
ly fly no faster than 40 miles an 
hour, gets out of gun range all 
too soon for those who aren’t 
alert or able in sending in the 
telling shots. 

Many have such a romantic 
idea about the prowess of carrier 
pigeons as a result of the dramat- 
ic stories built up around the fly- 
ing ability of these messenger 
carriers, thay they credit them 
with speeds out of all proportion 
to the facts. There are probably 
more data on the speed of hom-

ing pigeons than any other 
speedy bird, because of the nu- 
merous races which are held an- 
nually, and it seems certain that 
their best speed is around only a 
mile a’ minute. That is fiying 
right along in «ny bird’s league. 

Eagles, hawks and other birds 
of prey have great speed, but 
not for sustained flights over 
long distances. They are built 
for speed so that they can quick-. 
ly overhaul their victims and 
swoop down upon them like a 
bolt of lightning. An eagle has 
been estimated as going as fast 
as two miles a minute, or 120 
miles an hour. 

The average song bird goes no 
faster than 30 to 40 miles an hour 
and most of these fly at an even 
slower rate. Many birds are not 
built for speed work, but have 
survived because of their ability 
to soar or float on the breeze. 
Those ducks you missed may 
have seemed as though they were 
going like lightning, but they 
really weren't.

IKE a fresh gale out of the 

West, the first division of Can- 

ada’s overseas army — heavily 
salted with Americans—landed in 
Great Britain at midday Sunday on 
its way to do battle with the Ger- 
mans. 

It came, yelling and wanting 
loudly to know, “Where’s that guy 
Hitler?”—the most boisterous and 
most spirited collection of warriors 
seen on this side of the Atlantic 
since the current war began. At 
least part of it came first class, 
traveling in cabins equipped with 
private baths, and all the big liners 
composing the convoy made their 
destination with a speed record for 
trans-AWJantic convoys.

One of the first officers to land 
was Major-General A. G. L. Mc- 
Naughton, former head of the Can- 
adian Research Council, a scholar- 
ly looking man who astounded aill 
the British newspaper men by 
standing about on the pier and 
chatting for more than half an 
hour before the first batch of 
troops came ashore. The General 
recalled that the first convey of 
the last war, which left Quebec on 
Sept. 22, 1914, took 28 days to make 
the crossing and lost many of its 
horses on the way.

TOWARD LOW-COST INSURANCE. 
Recent hearings before the Temporary National 

Economic Committee have demonstrated that in- 
dustrial life insurance (the kind most commonly _ 
sold to workers) is the most expensive and: waste- 
ful form of life insurance; that its high-pressure 
selling and collection methods burden many fam- 
ilies so that they make premium payments only 
by depriving themselves of other necessities, and 
then suffer great losses when they let their pol- 
icies lapse. 

Who says this about life insurance? Some wild- 
eyed radical who wants to upset the capitalistic 
system? Not at all. This is the considered descrip- 
tion of industrial insurance approved by the Sixth 
National Conference on Labor Legislation, held re- 
cently in Washington. It is part of a resolution in- 
troduced by a member of the New York State Indus- 
trial Commission, and adopted by the conference as 
a whole. 

But the conference did more than point out that 
life insurance is still, even with the passage of 
social security legislation, “a question of great im- 
portance both to the budget and peace of mind of the 


average American family.” It directed attention to 


the fact that in Massachusetts since 1907 and in 
New York singe last January, savings bank life in- 
surance has been a great help to wage earners by re- 
ducing premium costs, eliminating insurance agency 
methods and providing sound investment under state 
supervision. 

More than that, the conference called on employers, 
labor officials, civic groups and others to work for 
such legislation in other states. To assist in pop- 
ular education on the subject, it asked the Depart- 
ment of Labor to prepare descriptive material on 
savings bank life insurance for general distribution. 

All this has a special application in Missouri. For 
it was at Jefferson City that the National Association 
of Life Insurance Presidents laid down a fire against 
a mutual savings bank resolution several years ago. 
A St. Louis lawyer was hired to lobby against a bill 
which was no more than an enabling measure. The 
people of Missouri were denied the opportunity even 
to go to the polls and express a judgment on a con- 
stitutional amendment looking to over-the-counter 
low-cost insurance. They were denied that oppor- 
tunity because it did not suit the desires of high- 
salaried insurance company executives. 

The National Conference on Labor Legislation has 
issued a challenge to the 46 states which do not 
have savings bank life insurance. Missouri is one of 


them. 
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MR. MORGENTHAU’S DREAM. 

This most fantastic of wars becomes even more fan- 
tastic with disclosure of Secretary Morgenthau’s 
abortive plan for stopping it before it started. It was 
a magnificent scheme, a monument of imaginative 
power: to buy up so much of the world’s supplies of 
copper, manganese, cotton, oil, rubber and nickel 


that no nation would have enough to dare start a war. 
The Treasury Secretary is accustomed to dealing in 
billlons, but one of his experts brought disillusion- 
ment by reporting that even the richest country in 
the world couldn’t put over such a grandiose plan 
for purchasing peace. 

Perhaps it wasn’t the daily contact with billions 
but the Government’s subsidy habit that inspired 
Morgenthau’s brain-child. For that is what it would 
have been—the world’s most colossal subsidy. It 
.would have stimulated every producer of copper, cot- 
ton, oil, etc., in the world to step up his production 
to its maximum—hire more men, plant more acres, 
work 24 hours a day—confident of ready sale of his 
full output to Uncle Sam Bountiful.

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PUZZLE OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

How strong is the Russian army? For years, since 
shortly after the five-year plans began, this has 
been Europe’s foremost military puzzle. Appraisals 
have ranged from “finest in the world,” by Moscow 
sympathizers, to “hollow shell,” by anti-Communists. 
Now, for the first time, the results of actual wartime 
tests are available. 

From the Karelian front, where the Finns are 
holding the Russians in deadlock day after day, 
come dispatches that must be shocking to apologists 
for the Kremlin. Leland Stowe is an experienced 
war correspondent, and no Red-baiter. He has seen 
the Red army in action, and notes that it fights 
“with blind fury and without skilled generalship,” 
that men, tanks and munitions are wasted “with 
brutal prodigality.” He has interviewed Russian 
prisoners, and finds it “impossible to describe them 
otherwise than as helpless, tragic wretches.” They 
are dispirited, half-trained, hungry, ill-clad men, he 
says; “simply pitiful human wrecks.” 

Other correspondents have reported much the 
same, though in less detail than Mr. Stowe’s series 
of dispatches, All have noted the high percentage 
of dud shells in Russian artillery attacks. The very 
fact that the outnumbered Finns have been able to 
hold back the Soviet colossus since the war began, 
even to counter-attack and capture many military 
supplies, indicates a breakdown somewhere. Cer- 
| tainly all this is greatly in contrast with the awe- 
linspiring military displays that used to fill Mos- 
_cow’s great Red Square on national fete days.

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JUDGE OAKLEY ON SMOKE. 

City Counselor Wayman’s opinion that there is 
no legal barrier in the way of an attack on the 
smoke evil in St. Louis has now been seconded by 
judicial opinion. In deciding five suits that in- 
volved the validity of the 1937 smoke ordinance, 
Judge Ernest F. Oakley upheld Smoke Commissioner 
Tucker’s right to seal the boilers of business estab- 
lishments that fail to observe the present regulations, 

“This court takes judicial notice that dense smoke 
is a public nuisance and is injurious to human 
health and property,” said the Judge. The smoke 
ordinance, he added, is a proper exercise of police 
power, and in no way contrary to the due-process 
clauses of the Federal and State constitutions. 

This decision is particularly significant because 
it comes as a result of the first legal test of the 
1937 regulations. It clears the way for their strict 
enforcement. But even more important is the fact

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NOW IN DECEMBER. 

There are those who complain about the mild 
weather of the last few weeks. There should be 
snow before Christmas, they say. In Boston, yes, 
but hardly in St. Louis.

Let 
them leave the main roads, and they will see such 
a color scheme as is the despair alike of painters 
and weavers of fine tweeds. The fields, with their 
corn shocks, are a soft, washed-out yellow; the tim- 
ber lands are gray and black, mottled with brown; 
the pastures and meadows are a bland green such 
as summer does not afford; and at the end of the 
longer vistas, hill piles against hill to make a kind 
of smoky lace against the haze-suffused horizon. 

No, the Missouri hollows offer none of the stern, 
sparkling, white splendor of the New England of 
“Snowbound,” but they are not without their De- 
cember beauty. Nor is it a slight beauty. And those 
who visit them might well pause and ask some 
farmer to cut a few branches loaded with juniper 
berries. Their gray blue against a waxen green 
is more appropriate on hearth and door, here ‘in 
Missouri, than the gerish holly.

Our Rising Hysteria Over Finland 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


While condemning Soviet invasion, paper notes alarming trend in 
strident cries of Finns’ American sympathizers; calls Hoover Ex- | 
hibit A: he warned against inflammatory talk, and now engages 
in it; orators “can lead straight down road to war,” editorial adds.

DANGEROUS near-hysteria is rising in 
A this country, as a result of the Russian 

invasion of Finland, A country which re- 
mained relatively calm in the face of the 
German assaults on Austria, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland is hearing increasingly strident 
appeals from some of its prominent citizens 
on behalf of the little Baltic Republic which 
is now fighting so bravely against over- 
whelming odds. 

Not only so, but some of those who are 
calling most loudly for action on behalf of 
Finland were among the most vociferous ad- 
vocates of a hands-off policy for America 
when the independence of Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland was snuffed out by the 
Nazis. Former President Hoover is perhaps 
the chief offender in this respect, but there 
are others. 

The rally in Madison Square Garden, New 
York, last Wednesday night was the most 
alarming symptom to date of a trend which 
ean hardly be other than disturbing to a 
majority of thoughtful Americans. Almost 
everyone in the United States shares the in- 
dignation which was expressed there over 
the rape of Finland, but this sort of or- 
ganized resentment is too apt to fan the 
war spirit throughout this country. Those 
who remember Belgium and 1914 will know 
what we mean.

Mr. Hoover qualifies as Exhibit A among 
those who were exhorting the American peo- 
ple only a few short months ago to remain 
completely aloof from Europe's conflicts. 
Last July, for example, he warned against 
“foreign propaganda to inflame our emotions 
and to mold our minds to war,” and “preach- 
ments of our own mistaken officials and citi- 
zens, which, in effect, support these propa- 
gandas.” He also protested then against 
“steps taken by our own Government which, 
while denying that they are intended to take 
us into war, yet entangle us with these very 
controversies, the end of which may be war.” 

Immediately after the German invasion of 
Poland, Mr, Hoover stressed the thought 
that “whatever our sympathies are, we can- 
not solve the problems of Europe,” and that 
“America must keep out of this war.” Then, 
early in October, he asserted that “a danger- 
ous emotionalism is diluting American reas- 
oning,” and that “we need to keep cool.” He 
asserted that we “would be yielding the last 
stand of democracy if we go in, win or lose.” 

And yet Mr. Hoover is leading a nation- 
wide movement for Finnish relief. He hasn't 
been leading any movement for Austrian 
relief, or Czecho-Slovakian relief, or Polish 
relief, or Spanish relief, or Chinese relief, as 
far as we know, although there are millions 
of utterly destitute people in thdse countries 
who are victims of the game sort of forces 
which are seeking to cruah little Finland. 

No, Mr, Hoover was consumed with a de- 
sire to stay out of European and Asiatio af- 
fairs throughout the period when the vari- 
ous above-mentioned peoples were being 
manhandled, mauled and massacred. Yet the

Finns, and for the fine, 
eivilization they have built on 
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space of two decades. It honors them for 
their courage, their thrift and their integ- 
rity, and deeply deplores the fate which has 
overtaken them. But it is opposed to these 
gubernatorial and mayoral proclamations, 
and it is happy to note that no such procla- 
mation has been issued by either Gov, Price 
or Mayor Bright. 

Funds are being collected in America, on 
a comparatively small scale, for the relief 
of Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, China and Spain, 
and this quiet humanitarian activity has 
much to commend it. But with the invasion 
of Finland, the emotional and hystérical note 
has welled up significantly, and orators have 
betrayed a conspicuous logs of balance—as, 
for exaniple, in the address of William 
Green, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, at Madison Square Garden. 

Mr. Green declared that the “free people 
of America” will “never acquiesce in or ac- 
cept the triumph of Stalinism and Hitlerism 
in Poland, Finland, Austria or the Balkan 
states," and added that this country must 
“resort to the use of all means at our com- 
mand, short of war, in order to prevent these 
brutal dictators from accomplishing their 
dastardly purpose.” 

That is the sort of talk which can lead 
straight down the road to war. Just who 
among us is deemed sufficiently all-wise to 
be intrusted with the use of “means at our 
command, short of war,” with which to 
demonstrate our refusal to “accept” the con- 
quests of Hitler and Stalin? With the Eu- 
ropean war already three and a half months 
old, the enunciation of such doctrines could 
embroil us, and is considerably less than 
patriotic. 

? s . 

What of the declaration of Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise from the same platform with William 
Green? “We would be unworthy of being 
American free men,” he said, “if we did not 
challenge a nation, however mighty, to cease 
warring upon a necessarily defenseless mi- 
nority in a land by it overrun, trampled 
upon, conquered.” 

And just what form is this “challenge” to 
take? Dr. Wise expressed gupport of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's neutrality policy, and he 
would doubtless say that he had no thought 
of “challenging” anybody with cannon and 
bombs. Nevertheless, this sort of talk, in 
the present state of the world, is like tossing 
nitroglycerin around in an ammunition 
dump. It ought to be soft-pedaled. 

The American people are among the most 
easily influenced in the world. They can be 
herded together in support of a certain pol- 
icy for a given period, but no one can be 
sure that they won't reverse themselves a)- 
most overnight, and run like sheep to sup- 
port the opposite policy, in response to ap- 
peals to mass emotion. That is what may 
be about to happen in this Finnish business.

CUBA AND U. S. SIGN 
~NEW TRADE ACCORD 


Tariff Reductions Restored on 
Sugar and Tobacco Imported 
From Island. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
The United States has restored tar- 
iff reductions on sugar and tobacco 
imported from Cuba in exchange 
for Cuban concessions on American 
exports. 

The changes were effected in an 
agreement signed late yesterday by 
Secretary of State Hull and Cuban 


Ambassador Martinez Fraga. It 
will become effective if the quotas 
of the Sugar Act are restored. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt suspended the 
quotas when the price of sugar 
rose sharply after the outbreak of 
war in Europe. Thereupon, Cuban 
sugar, which had been paying 90 
cents a 100 pounds, had to pay $1.50 
a hundred. 

The concessions on Cuban cigars 
and cigar tobacco. are those con- 
tained in the 1934 agreement, but 
which terminated in 1936. 

Cuba granted the United States 
tariff reductions on peanut butter, 
canned salmon and mohair fabrics 
mixed with cotton or rayon, 


SHIP CAPTAIN WORRYING ABOUT 
U-BOAT DANGER ENDS LIFE 


Skipper of British Tanker Shoots 
Himself After River Collision 
Near Baton Rouge. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Dec. 19 
(AP),—Suicide yesterday ended a 


British sea captain’s worries over 
wartime shipping dangers, crew de- 
sertions and a Mississippi River 
colilision which disabled his ship. 

Capt. Robert H. Guswell, 39 years 
old, shot himself aboard the tanker 
British Officer.

ISS M., a nurse in training, 

writes to ask the causes of 

mottled enamel. She has been 
hearing something about new de- 
velopments. 

In a discussion the other day, I 
heard the words “dangerous water” 
used. When drinking water of a 
comnminity contains some salt of 
fluorine (chemically known as 
“Fluorides”), the development of 
mottled enamel may: be very wide- 
Spread there. In the milder forms 
the effects are inconspicuous. The 
teeth present the appearance of oc- 
casional white spots with slight 
pitting and corrosion, but as the dis- 
ease progresses the ‘affected .areas 
increase in size, until the entire sur- 
face of the tooth may be included. 
Not only that, but the condition 
may go beyond the enamel and af- 
fect the entire tooth structure. 

Mottled enamel, like goiter, is en- 
demic. The United States Public 
Health Survey has shown that the 
areas where mottled enamel occurs 
are as follows: A very few places on 
the Atlantic Seaboard, a few in Vir- 
ginia, in North and South Carolina, 
some in Illinois, Iowa, Dakota, Tex- 
as, Colorado, Arizona and New Mex- 
ico.

“CAN YOU TELL ME what 
Causes cracking joints?” asks a 
high school superintendent. 

With great regularity this depart- 
ment receives inquiries about crack- 
ing joints. It is one of the subjects 
that is very embarrassing to us be- 
cause there is little that is encour- 
aging or informative that can be 
said on the subject. 

The sound of cracking joints is 
made by a roughened joint surface 
on top of the cartilage which cov- 
ers all bones at the joints. In young 
life these little sacs are filled full 
of lubricating fluid, but as age 
comes on they dry and, when sud- 
den movements are made, the 
cracking or snapping sound is 
heard, There is no danger asso- 
ciated with the symptom and noth- 
ing can be done to remedy the 
condition.

ALFWAY up the coast be-

cisco is a little spot known as 
Pismo Beach, which is noted, after 
a fashion, as being the happy hunt- 
ing grounds for California clam 
bakers. We do not happen to be 
a clam hunter. Actually, we pre- 
fer the Little Necks shipped in 
here from the East, which we can 
eat, rather comfortably, at the 
Brown Derby without getting our 
feet wet while surrounded by such 
glamorous creatures as Joe E. 
Brown—up to the time he was in 
that auto smash the other day—
